KEY WEST, Fla., April 30— 


(UP)—The island city of 
Key 


West was today threatened with 
the loss of automobile contact 
with the Florida mainland when 
fire swept the 3000-foot span of 
the Overseas highway bridge be- 
tween No Name Key and Big Pine 
Key. 


The bridge is the only highway 


for automobiles into Key West, 
and the only remaining channel for 
vehicular traffic. The Labor Day 
hurricane last year destroyed rail- 
road 
connections between 
the 


mainland and Key West. 


The fire started at the south 


end of the bridge during the night 
and had made rapid headway be- 
fore being discovered. Fire fighting 
apparatus was useless in fighting 
the blaze. 


Authorities 
believed it 
was 


caused by a lighted cigarette. 


The bridge was a link in the 


overseas system below the ferry 
route which runs from Matecumbe 
Key across the Big Water cape to 
the lower Florida keys. No Name 
and Big Pine Keys are north and 
east of Key West about 30 miles. 


The fire was another of a series 


of blows to picturesque Key West,
